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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicants claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Taiwan on September 13, 2002. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a 
certified copy of the Taiwanese application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 16-18, 21, 23, 31, and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Strandwitz (U.S. Patent No. 6,522,352) in view of Nasserbakht (U.S. Patent 
No. 5,658,063). Strandwitz teaches a video camera (100 or 130) providing a camera signal, a 
wireless transmitter (inherent in 100 or 102) which is electrically connected to the video camera, 
receiving the signal and transmitting the signal by wireless technology and a wireless receiver 
(inherent in 403 or 400/401). The applicant is directed to review figures 1, 2, and 4 as well as 
the abstract, col. 2, lines 31-39, and col. 6, lines 48-51). While Strandwitz does teach that the 
wireless receiver is connected to a display (20 or 403), the display is not a projector. 
Nasserbakht teaches in figure 7 that it was known to connect a wireless receiver 89 to a video 
projection system. The applicant is directed to also review col. 5, lines 30-41. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to utilize the 
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features taught by Nasserbakht for the purpose of eliminating the monitor for increased 
portability. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 25-30 and 36-39 are allowed. 

Claims 19-20, 22, 24, 32-33, and 35 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 16-18, 21, 23, 31, and 34 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
